Tlxtannual "port °f the, Secretary of 


the Interior has beeu transmitted to the 
President. 
A table published in the 


Secretary's report for 1890 shows that 
not Including Alaska, the Cherokee out 
let and other Indian lands, the public 
lands of the United States amounted to 
586 216,818 acres. The amount remain 
ing June 30,1891, was 579,664,688 acres 
of which 294,027,778 are yet unsurveyed 


The Secretary estimates that at leas 


300,000,000 acres of these vacant land 
are useless for agriculture, but ISO, 
000,000 acres that ate now desert ma 
be reclaimed by irrigation, so as to pro 
duce the cereals, fruits and garden pro 
ducts possible in the climate where the 
lands are located. 


"Tho present Commissioner of the Gen- 


eral Land Office is of the opinion that 
the wisest plan would be to transfer the 
laud and water to the direct control of 
the States, subject to such limitations 
and restrictions as would insure tha rec- 
lamation of the land by the States and 
the transfer of title from the States, in 
the first instance to actual settlers, in 
quantity not exceeding 160 acres of land 
to each settler, with provisions for for- 
feiture to the United States in case of any 
yiolation by the State of the conditions 
ot the grant. 


"Under the Act of March 3, 1891, pro- 


viding for desert land entries, there have 
been already filed maps of location for 
sixty-one reservoirs and forty-six canals 
and ditches, being 681.65 miles in length. 
Under the Desert Land Law of 1887, rec- 
lamation has been jnade and final proof 
produced in 5,866 entries, with an area 
of 1,717,120 acres. 


"During 
the last year 3,143,090.78 


acres of public lands were disposed of 
by cash sales, 8,214,140 93 by miscella- 
neous entries and 120,468.01 acres of In- 
dian lands, aggregating 
10,477,700.32 


acres. The total cash receipts from var- 
ious sources for the year amounted to 
$4,429,220 14. T'ae number of agricul- 
ture patents issued during the year was 
114,360, which, allowing 160 acres to 
each patent, would embrace an aggre- 
gate of 18,397,600 acres. 
There were 


patented for the benefit of railroad com- 
panies under Congressional grants dur- 
ing the year 3,088,079.23 acres. 


In Nevada there are 53,689,524 acres 


subject to disposition by the Government, 
of which 23,859,748 acres are unsnr- 
veyed, and 820,653 acres are mineral 
land. 


The opinion of Commissioner Carter 


of the General Land Ofiice, regarding the 
disposition of arid lands, differs from 
that entertained by irrigation conven- 
tions recently held in Utah and Ne- 
braska. The Commissioner thinks the 
wisest plan would be for Congress to 
transfer direct control of land and water 
to the State; the delegates to the con- 
ventions thought the Government should 
retain absolute control of those lands. 


RAILROAD STATISTICS. 


,The Interstate Commission has issued 


its third annual on United States Rail way 
Statistics. This report states that the 
railway mileage of the United States, 
June 30,1890 was 163,597.05 miles, an 
increase during the year of 6,080 miles. 
The total mileage, including sidetracks, 
was 209,080 miles. The number of rail- 
way corporations is 1,797, and forty com- 
panies operate 47.51 per cent, of the to- 
tal mileage. The total gross income of 
the railroads was $1,051,877,052, and 
seventy-four companies received 80 per 
cent, of this amount. 


The total number of locomotives is29,- 


928 of which 8,384 are passenger and 
10,140freight; number of cars 1,164,188, 
of which 36,511 are passenger. Total 
number of men employed 749,301. 
To- 


tal capitalization of railway property, 
$9,894,483,400. Total number of pas- 
sengers carried during the year, 492,430,- 
885. 
Total tons of freight transported, 


636,441,01T. Number of persons killed 
in accidents during the year, 6,320; in- 
jured, 89,034.

Superintendent* Hamilton and William* 


on the Stand-Williams Fined »5O 
for Contempt. 
AS FBAKCISOO, December l.-In the 


Hale & Norcross suit to-night Aloozo C. 
Hamilton, Superintendent ot the Chollar, 
Potosi, Exchequer, Alpha, New York and 
Silver Hill mines, one o'. the Hale & Nor- 
cross managers, from March, 1887, until a 
year later. He had never attended any 
meetings or paid any special attention to 
Hale & Norerosa affairs.

He affirmed 
that if the insect were allowed to suck 
to satiety no swelling took place, and 
no pain was left behind, and considered 
that when pain was produced it resulted 
from the hasty interruption of the proc- 
ess of sucking, since then the last in- 
tused poibon would not be able to be 
withdrawn.

gently to settle on the back of his hand, 
z.nd reports of it: 


"I observed that the pain, though vio- 


lent in the beginning, diminishes in pro- 
portion as the insect continues to suck, 
and ceases altogether when it volunta- 
rily flies awaj ."—Knowledge.

A Club of Ocean Travelers. 


A number of gentlemen in India, whose 


business or pleasure calls them fre- 
quently to England, have formed them- 
selves into what may be termed a trav- ._„ 
elers' co-operative association, with thft. 
By order of the 


object of lessening the expense of theii oct jg.tf 
voyages to and from the east. The sub- 
scription to this ocean club is to be 850 
rupees, payable in monthly installments 
of ten rupees, there being no annual 
payment, and members will have the 
privilege of a free return passage once 
in three years, paying simply for the 
bare cost of their food on board. Should 
a member not be able to take his turn 
when it comes round, he can sell his 
passage ticket for anything he can get 
for it, not exceeding the total cost'of 
membership. A steamer replete with all 
the latest improvements is to be built 
specially for the association, and it is 
proposed that the first journey to this 
country shall be made in January, 1893. 
The vessel is to accommodate 1,000 saloon 
passengers.—London Cor. Manchester 
Courier.
